Your AMA Congress in action

1970 COMPETITION CONGRESS 


With only a few urgent items on the 


agenda, the Third Competition Congress 


met quietly Nov. 3-5 in Columbus, 
Ohio, near the headquarters of the 
mighty American Motorcycle 
Association. There to write the rules as 
they understood them were 60-odd 
motorcycle enthusiasts from all parts of 
the United States. The AMA had just 
been named the sole representative of 
this country for international racing 
deals, but it hasn’t quite sunk in yet. 
Only one of the new rules concerned 
international racing. 


Silencers? Yes, except... 


The most urgent problem before the 
Congress was a unanimous 
recommendation that a requirement be 
adopted whereby in all events machines 
are required to run with silencers which 
meet an established rating standard. The 
onlyexceptions were to be machines used 
in track, road races and record attempts. 

On first consideration the Congress 
crossed. out the exceptions and 
America's first quiet racing rule passed 
by a resounding vote. 

"Well, you can't make Bonneville 
bikes run with mufflers," Congressman 
Dutcher pointed out. Then the 
exceptions erupted as amendments 
flooded the floor. 

The rule that was finally adopted 
reads: “All events are required to be run 
with machines having a muffler meeting 
an established case rating standard. The 
only exceptions to this are machines 
used in road races, dirt tracks, outdoor 
short track, hillclimbs, scrambles, 
motocross, ice race, drag race, and 
record trials. Clubs have the choice to 
advertise and sanction muffled races at 
any of the above listed races." About 
the only races silencers are required at 
are indoor short track races and it isn’t 
clear whether the rule applies to 
professional races or not. The third 
Competition Congress is remarkable for 
such bravery. 


Call them Juniors. 

A lot of little matters occupied the 
Congress this year; most of the major 
ones had been ironed out in the two 
previous conventions, and the 
international. problems are not widely 
known. 


* An indoor championship series was 
referred to the staff for study. 
* The question of AMA getting into 


professional drag racing was 
avoided for another year. 
*No more will middle-grade 


professional racers be confusingly 
designated “amateurs”. They are to 
be called Juniors henceforth. The 
designations for both pro and 
sportsmen now are Expert, Junior, 
and Novice. 

*A brave attempt to make next 
year’s sportsman national 
championship calendar bogged 
down on the trail. *East met West", 
an Eastern enduroist cracked, *and 
they couldn't agree less". They 
deadlocked on the question of how 
many nationals can dance on the 
red days of a calendar. They turned 
the problem over to the grown-ups, 
in this case the AMA staff, for a 
solution. 

Hopefully a soon-to-be hired 
sportsman competition director 
(anybody want a job?) will sort out a 
calendar by sometime in 1971 and we 
will then publish the schedule. 
Meanwhile, the new job will not be 
limited by any actions on the part of 
this congress. 

“I'm a road racer now” 

While other congress committees 
were busily hammering out clumsy rules 
defining acceptable pit attire for press 
photographers, the high rollers were 
meeting in the boiler room. The sign 


read ‘‘Professional National 
Championship Committee”, but the 
shirtsleeve scene around the 


green-topped table looked more like a 
Monte Carlo movie scene. 
“40,900,” croaked Bill France. 


“I make it $50,000” stated Rodger 
Ward. Onatrio Speedway was willing to 
stake 50 big ones on the motorcycle 
races. Faded, but not by much, was 
France’s venerable Daytona Speedway. 
On hearing the size of the pavement 
purses Neil Keen (National 10) seemed 
impressed. "You're not a road racer. 
Neil," kidded a friend. 

"] am now" replied Keen. 


Afterwards, car champion Rodger 
guessed the bikes would attrack from 75 
to 100 thousand spectators to Ontario’s 
new 25 million dollar plant in four days 
of racing spectacle combined with a 
trade show. So far, this is motorcycle 
promotion’s largest gamble, but purses 
were upped across the board in a total 
of 37 professional racing days in 1971 
(see calendar this issue). Racing purses 
were upped about 100,000 dollars by 


the committee. Whether all the 
promoters will ante-up remains to be 
seen. 
AMA Back in Speedway Biz 
Responding. to the international 
challenge, at the behest of the west the 
AMA agreed to get back into 
sanctioning the fast reviving speedway 
(class A dirt track) shows. The staff will 
make up a program based on the FIM 
rulebook in time for the 1971 season. A 
national championship hillclimb series is 
also being studied. And a new class of 
stock-production motorcycle speed 
record rules will be presented by Earl 
Flanders for Bonneville 1971.

In summary, the third Competition 
Congress should be called the 
“Incompetent Congress” for failing its 
responsibility to motorcycling in many 
ways. Compared to the previous two 
congresses this one was, except for 
certain vital committees, immature. 
When statesmanship was called for, the 
matter was tabled, avoided or dumped 
on the AMA staff. I hope that staff can 
rise to its new responsibilities with all 
those weighty problems in its lap, but if 
we don’t like their way of doing it, 
motorcyclists have only their elected 
representatives to blame.

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OUT OF CONTROL 


Last Sunday, October 25, 1970, my 
son, a 250 Novice, entered the TT race 
at Adelanto sponsored by the Desert 
Phantoms. 

In most of the races, the starter had 
little or no control over the riders. He 
had the white starting flag on the 
ground, and he would bend down to 
pick it up and before he even 
straightened up most of the riders were 
off, and needless to say not together. 
None of these races were black-flagged. 
Anyone honest was last to leave the 
line. 

The most important race seemed to 
be from the pre-start area to the starting 
line. They had no pre-set lineup for the 
riders at all. When the rope was dropped 
it was a mad dash for position on the 
starting line. Heat winners had no 
preference over semi-main qualifiers. 
You started from wherever you could 

t in line. In my son’s particular race 
(250 Novice Main) there were 13 riders, 
nine from the three heats and two each 
from two semis. When the rope was 
dropped, the riders from experience of 





the day, dashed to the.line, the heat 
winners having no preference over the 
semi-main qualifiers who should have 
been placed in the second row or the 
end of the line. My son, who was a heat 
qualifier, battled his way into a fair 
place in the line, but when his bike 
failed to kick-start, he had to get out of 
line to push-start it, and when he 
returned his place was gone and he had 
to start on the far outside. 

We travel 107 miles each way to get 
to Adelanto just to get in 10 laps of 
racing and we feel all riders should get 
an equal opportunity. I thought heat 
races were run to determine starting 
positions in the main event, but as this 
race was run, heats were not even 
necessary. 

In this same race the first-place rider 
fell, putting the second place rider who 
had a commanding lead over the riders 
behind him, in first place. This rider, 
observing the red flags which were out 
for the remainder of four laps, slowed 
down and was passed and beaten by 
another rider who did not observe the 
red flags. The fallen rider requested the 
ambulance but it could not get to him 
until the race was finished because they 
did not stop it. 

Another point I would like to make 
is about a full display of trophies which 
looked to me like the trophies for the 
day's races. I found out they were from 
the Desert Phantoms previous race held 
in March, seven months before. I cannot 
understand why, when trophies are not 
engraved with the winner's names, they 
are not given the day of the races. 

There must be rules or standards to 
govern these races and it would be 
reassuring to know when you drive a 
long distance to a race that these rules 
will be followed.

big bike competition were shop 
employees. (Rice, Hunter, Moxley, 
Spargur, Coppage, Mulder, Riley, 


Wilburn and so on.) 

Terry Dorsch, our current No. 1 
plate holder, campaigned his own 
Triumph and also one owned by his 
good friend, Ron Bonner. They paid for 
their parts, too! (During this past year 
I’m sure they've received help from 
Triumph to assist Terry in his very 
successful class C year as an Amateur — 
which is understandable.) 

The object of this letter is not to 
scare off any up and coming big bore 
riders or anyone who might consider 
building a big 40 incher. The really hot 
tip is not gobs of horsepower, chrome, 
aluminum, and the latest of this and 
that. (The horsepower counts on 
traction surfaces like Ascot — but on 
our typical slippery, dusty sportsman 
tracks, it doesn't mean much.) A guy 
can do very well if he simply has the 
right tires, the right gearing and a sound 
running, easy shifting, good handling 
motorcycle. B 

I'd sure like to know who the guy(s) 
are that get the big buks and the pink 
slips to their bikes — I'd like to shake 
their hands and also admit I really am 
naive.

Geboers’ Bikes Found 


SANTA FE SPRINGS, CALIF., Nov. 6, 1970 — Two youths were apprehended for 
the theft of the two works Suzuki machines of Sylvain Geboers, officials in the U.S. 
Suzuki firm report. 

The youths were picked up after one of them inquired at a motorcycle shop on 
how to remove serial numbers from both frames and engines. The shop owner 
immediately called police which led, subsequently, to the discovery and return of the 
250 and 370cc machines. 

The two bikes were stolen last Sunday night from a locked van parked at the 
Suzuki factory here. The van was driven half-a-mile away and the machines, along 
with Geboers’ racing uniform, were removed. 

Names of the accused pair are being withheld. 


Kimball Sets Baja Mark 


TIJUANA, MEXICO, Nov. 6, 1970 — While the many teams of two riders were 
racing from Ensenada to La Paz on Wednesday, a solo rider was in the process of 
breaking the solo world speed record from Tijuana to La Paz. Kim Kimball, Montesa 
distributor and longtime rider rode a Montesa King Scorpion from border to ocean in 
38 hours and 54 minutes, trimming an hour and two minutes off the time of former 
record holder, Dave Ekins. Р 

Averaging close to 23 mph for the entire 890 miles was not too terribly difficult, 
according to the jubilant Kimball. He first realized that the record could be broken 
when he raced a portion of the Baja 1000 last year. Once he knew the record was 
vulnerable, he started making preparations for the assault. To train himself in the 
type of riding he would be doing he rode a stretch of desert from Desert Center to 
Parker, Arizona, a distance of about 100 miles, a total of 9 times on the bike that he 
was going to use for the record attempt, a 250cc King Scorpion, which was 
essentially in stock condition but fitted with Dunlop Trials Universal tires. In riding 
the bike he learned many of the little things that you must know about any machine 
that enabled him to make the bike dependable. 

The record run was actually started a few seconds after 12 midnight Tuesday from 
Tijuana. Kim requested assistance from NORRA but they wanted him to forget the 
whole thing. They did however sell him gas at two of the racing pit stops along the 
way. Rain and fog dampened Kimball’s enthusiasm in the early stages of the run but 
this was countered somewhat by the confidence of one of the people Kimball really 
respects, J.N. Roberts. While others were telling him to quit while he was ahead, J.N. 
saw him off at the start, wished him well and told him to “Get it on!” 

Eating was not much of a problem for Kimball; he just took 9 peanut butter and 
jelly sandwiches, 2 canteens of water and some high energy cookies and candies from 
Kelty Pack, a high quality supplier of food and equipment for outdoorsmen. He did 
not plan to sleep on the trip, but circumstances forced him to take two naps. The 
first came when he had a flat tire. He had a spare inner tube which he changed 
without a problem, but the air pump which worked fine at home, failed to work on 
the Mexican trail, so he slept until a car came along with a pump, which turned out 
to be some three hours. 

His second nap came about when the light switch failed, leaving him on a dark, 
rocky trail in total darkness. Unable to fix it, he did the only sensible thing: he slept 
until dawn. The only other trouble occurred when he crashed on a rocky hill. 
Somehow he got off the main trail and onto the beach. He rode along the beach for 
20 miles or so before attempting to get back to the road and crashed in going 
cross-country back to the road. Neither bike nor rider was seriously injured. 

Getting lost is part of travelling in Baja and Kimball “did the number” three times 
during the run. But, as he put it, ““You have to be pumped up about something like 
this. You have to really want to do it, or the little things get you discouraged.” The 
little things were pushing him pretty close as the end neared, and he had to go the 
last 100 miles just as fast as he was able. He stretched out road-racer style to 
streamline himself as much as possible and managed to get 72 mnh from his bike. 
That was enough for the record, with an hour to spare. 


Bean Canyon Victory 


BAKERSFIELD, CALIF., Nov. 6, 1970 — The first "test" case and trial in the 
controversial Bean Canyon trespassing charges of 50 individuals took on a new light 
recently when Doug Johns, who was scheduled to go to court on Oct. 28, was 
dismissed because the prosecution lacked enough evidence, reports the group's 
lawyer Ray Yinger. 

The court has now set Dec. 9 as the date for the trial of John Davis, an employee 
of Pacer Industries, cited on similar charges. However, reports Attorney Yinger, “I 
have filed a motion to dismiss this case because of the delay in the time of filing the 
charges and the time the defendant was first notified of pending arrest...a period of 
about four months. 

"This, I believe, denies the defendant's right to a speedy trial which is 
incorporated in both the state and national Constitution," Yinger adds. 

Although the motion, which will go before a judge on Nov. 17, is in regard to only 
Davis, Yinger believes it will also act as “a blanket motion" in which all other 
defendants will be able to have their case dismissed. 

If Yinger is successful, it will not settle the question of riding legally in Bean 
Canyon. Yinger knows this, but he explains, “I have my clients to look out for, 
first." 


Ariz.Inter-Am Site Set 


PHOENIX, ARIZ. — **We've found the only trees in Phoenix to hold the Inter-Am 
on," reports Dave Grove, co-promoter for next Sunday's event. 

Grove, the owner of the Bay Mare motocross track, has been in Phoenix for the 
last week searching for a site and making final preparations for the race. 

“We hope to throw the best race that's ever been seen around here," he said. He 
noted that local officials have been extremely helpful and he expects the event to go 
off without a hitch. 

Grove said the 160 acre parcel rented for the race has plenty of shade and water. 
“I think the racers and spectators will really like the track,” the promoter said. 

This weekend the Inter-Am is split between Phoenix and Houston, Texas, while 
the Trans-AMA makes its West Coast debut at Saddleback Park: = ^^: сөе

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SUZUKIS WAIL IN TEXA

DALLAS, TEX., Nov. 8, 1970 — Joel 
Robert came, he rode, he 
conquered...that was today’s 
Trans-AMA in a nutshell, and that’s 
what approximately 4000 spectators 
had paid to see. 

From the beginning it appeared a 
Suzuki would win, but just which one 
was the question. Ole Pettersson shot 
from the rubber-band start and hit the 
first left-hander in the lead with 
teammate Robert in second. 

Fifty feet further and a muddy, deep 
ditch: no change. Esses back and forth 
formed into a straight and the first 
jump, topped first by Pettersson and 
then by Robert. Only a 10th of the way 
around the grassy and muddy course 
and the Suzuki duo had already began 
opening up a healthy lead over third 
place John Banks and fourth Jeff Smith. 

Next came the "hill". Up one side, 
fly over the level top and land on the 
down slope into another semi-straight 
went the pair and on around the course, 
building their lead as they went. 

By the third lap, the race was 
deinitely between the two. Pettersson 
leading with Robert. breathing his 
exhaust. Then midway through the lap, 
Robert caught an opening and shot past, 
never to be headed. : 

Pushing hard, the incredibly fast 
Belgian began lapping slower American 
riders before 10 minutes had expired in 
the 30-minute first feature moto, while 
holding a steady and strong lead over 
Pettersson. At the checkered it is, of 
course, Robert.:.now Pettersson. Go out 
and get a coke because it'll be a while 
before Banks arrives to take third. 

In the second and final featured 
moto, start reading this article again 
because Pettersson again took the lead 
with Robert second, only to be passed 
in almost the same spot during the third 
lap again. 

But, this time the BSA's were not 
caught napping and Jeff Smith and John 
Banks were hot on the Suzukis' tails. 
One mistake by Robert could have 





meant dropping to fourth, but he didn't 
make one. Chalk up another victory and 
another overall win for Robert, the 
third since joining the circuit. 

Just by watching how the different 
riders took the jumps one could tell, 
basically, if he was one of the leaders or 
not. One jump, a third of the way 
around the course, is of particular 
interest. Actually, it was only half a 
jump, with a mound of dirt just before a 
mud-containing ditch. The mound was 
on one side of the course while the 
other side was flat making it impossible 
to take the obstacle at high speeds. 

Most of the Europeans and a few of 
the high-placing Americans including top 
American Brad Lackey, took the turn 
wide leading to the spot so as to take 
the jump in third gear. In comparison, 
many of the Americans and those 
Europeans who had a very poor start or 
were having trouble with their machines 
opted to take the inside and the ditch, 
several times not getting out. 

Whether it was the mud or high, 
gusty winds that engulfed the course or 
not, many top riders failed to ride to 
expectations. Jim Wilson, after a fairly 
good start in the first moto, was unable 
to perform well in the second. 

A better finish than seventh overall 
for Lackey (CZ) was primarily caused 
by a middle of the pack start in the first 
moto. Right behind Lackey were Dick 
Burleson (Hus), Sonny DeFoe (CZ) and 
Tom Rapp (Bul). Dave Aldana, who did 
an over-the-handlebars spill in moto 
one, finished down in the standings. 

Only a very few chose the 
*half-jump" in the support class but one 
who did was Gary Bailey, who 
completely blasted the rest of the 
competitors from start to finish in each 
moto. He was, however, penalized for 
jumping the start in the second moto 
and, therefore, moved to second. To 
this, Bailey retorted with a few 
well-chosen, harsh comments. 

Robert voiced disapproval of that 
jump-it-or-wallow-in-it ditch, but since 
he chose to jump, it made little 
difference in the end.

200 RIDE MORE. ENDURO

FRAZIER PARK, CALIF., Nov. 8, 
1970 — Ever since I moved to California 
from the East coast I’ve asked people, 
“Why don’t clubs use the forests in 
Southern California for enduros? It 
would seem so natural," The replies have 
varied but the most typical is, “People 
around here have their bikes set up for 
desert and they wouldn’t ride a woods 
enduro. Nobody owns a spark arrester. 
And besides, the Forest Service won’t 
let you." Apparently Bud Collett and 
the Conejo Trail Riders didn’t know any 
better, because they just went ahead 
and planned a forest enduro less than 80 
miles from Los Angeles which they 
scheduled for Oct. 4th. The Forest 
Service restricted them to 200 riders for 
the event to ensure that there wasn’t 
too much damage, and the entry was 
filled weeks before the event. Bud 
regretfully had to send back close to 
200 entries! Then came the disastrous 
fires. The enduro had to be postponed, 
Undaunted, the club simply rescheduled 
the event for November 8th. There 
wasn’t much happening on November 
8th, just two International motocrosses, 
Hopetown, the windup of the Baja 
1000, a few things like that. And there 
was the Cowbell enduro, one of the 
classics, running up north. You'd think 
that all that probably cut their entry 
some, right? Nope, they filled every 
spot and a few people who came up 
without entries, rode without numbers. 

The run started right at the 
Lockwood Creek Campground and it 
didn't take very long for you to realize 
you were in a different type of run. For 
the first five miles, it was hairpin turns 
up a fire road at 15 mph. Then turning 
southwest, we found ourselves on Long 
Dave Canyon trail, which was one of the 
neatest trails I've been on in a long time. 
In a short run we had deep sand, deep 


water, trees, rocks, mud and lots of 
downed bikes to get around! Soon we 
picked up Lockwood Creek and rode it, 
criss-crossing the creek endlessly. 
Turning right from Lockwood, we 
followed Piru Creek a ways until we got 
on another fast fireroad for about 8 
miles. 

To get back to camp, we turned 
Northeast on the San Gullermo 
Mountain trail and rode about five miles 
on this beautiful trail. Since this run 
wasn't sanctioned by the venerable 
AMA, the club was free to make its own 
rules. One of their innovations. was a 
mandatory 30 minute lunch stop for all 
riders. They marked your helmet with 
your time of arrival and let you leave 30 
minutes later. When I asked if this 
didn't make scoring a little more 
difficult, they said “not much. And 
besides, some of these fellows are 
running so late, if we didn’t do it this 
way they wouldn’t get any lunch.” This 
was typical of the thoughtful, low-key 
approach that marked this enduro. 

The second loop found us again 
splashing our way back and forth across 
Lockwood Creek, this time on a 
different section, until we got on a trail 
going to Gold Hill. Altogether there 
were probably 75 stream crossings, so 
bikes that weren’t waterproofed were 
quickly out of business. The trail to 
Gold Hill was single file with lots of 
sharp turns and good rocky sections, no 
place for the faint-hearted because the 
drop-offs were truly monumental. We 
came out on a dull dirt road that we had 
to ride for ten miles at twenty per. I 
knew there had to be a check at the end 
of that one and there was. Nobody who 
hasn’t tried it knows how painfully slow 
20 mph is on a straight road. The next 
section was even slower — 10 mph — 
but nobody was complaining. Steep 
hills, up and down on trails that weren’t 





wide enough for your handlebars. Turns 
that were so sharp that on one I literally 
had to lift the back end of my Sachs 
and swing it around. We had 
experienced drop-offs before, but not 
like these. They were terrifying. And 
the trail was off-camber loose sand. 
There were several hills that had smaller 
bike riders pushing and others swearing 
because the road was blocked. 

The outstanding feature of this 
enduro was the beauty of the country 
through which it travelled. Fall was 
really on the forest and the trees were 
colors hard to describe because of their 
combination of bright spashy colors and 
shaded subtle hues. Yellow cottonwood 
(I think), reddish oak and lots of 
evergreens were the foreground for 
spectacular views from high up in the 
mountains, while the streams of the 
interior almost made you want to trade 
your bike for a fly rod. I heard some 
complaints that the schedule speeds 
were too low and occasionally I agreed, 
but for the most part I was happy that 
the speeds were slow enough to give me 
a chance to absorb some of the life of 
the forest. 

Apart from the riders, the chief 
beneficiary of this run was M.O.R.E., 
the Motorcycle Owners, Riders and 
Enthusiasts, Inc. which is essentially our 
one real motorcycle lobbyist, Russ 
Sanford. A lobbyist is a person who 
tries to encourage laws favorable to a 
given activity and discourage laws that 
are unfavorable. Right now there are 
lots of people anxious to tell us how, 








when, and where we can ride our bikes 
and what we must encumber them with, 
in order to do so. Without someone up 
there to say, “Hey, wait a minute,” we 
would soon find ourselves fettered and 
hassled beyond belief. Russ is the guy 
and he gets the money the Conejo Trail 
Riders raised in this enduro. Since we 
bike riders will be the ultimate 
beneficiaries of Russ’ efforts, we should 
join Russ in thanking the Conjeo Trail 
Riders for their efforts. 

This was the Conjeo Trail Riders first 
enduro and it was an unqualified 
success. No one that I talked to could 
say that they hadn’t enjoyed 
themselves. The most serious complaint 
was the slow schedule speeds which I 
mentioned previously, but there was 
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also a bit of bitchin' about the schedule . 


itself, which didn't contain as much 
information as Southern California 
enduro riders are used to. This was 
unjustified, however, as there was 
sufficient information on the route 
sheet to enable the rider to figure the 
schedule and to ride it. In most enduros, 
at any point on the course where a 
speed change occurs, there is a card 
stating the distance, the key time and 
the new speed average. This gives the 
rider a chance to check his speedometer 
periodically. It’s not absolutely 
necessary, but it is nice and most riders 
are used to it. Since key times were not 
given on the route sheet, these cards 
would have been a help to some of the 
more inexperienced riders. As noted

The  Anglo-American series this 
evening was plagued by re-starts right 
from the beginning as the first race 
pitted Mauger and Briggs against Rick 
Woods and Sonny Nutter. As they 
stormed into the first corner Briggs and 
Woods went down and the race was 
restarted. This time they went in the 
same way, but were able to keep them 
up and it looked bad for the Americans 
as Briggs and Mauger were leading. 

The crowd suddenly went wild as 
Rick and Sonny were right behind 
Mauger and Nutter on the inside. Nutter 
passed with Woods behind and it was 
looking better. Woods then passed 
Nutter and was looking to move up on 
Briggs, but Barry was using the moxie 
that has made him a World’s champion 
four times and he crossed the line an 
éasy winner with Woods, Nutter and 
Mauger behind to make a total score of 
27-15. 

The second go-around was Dave 
Gifford and Airey against Larry Shaw 
and Bill Cody. Off the line it was Airey 
and Gifford leading, but Cody and Shaw 
were able to pass Gifford for second and 
third place with Larry pulling the third 
spot out of the bag in the last drive for 
the checkered flag. Them 30, Us 18. 


The last of the Anglo-American 
brought together World Champion 
Mauger and United States Champion 
Steve Bast, with Greg Kentwell and 
Sonny Nutter the teammates. There was 
great hopes in the American camp as 
Mauger had made a rather poor showing 
in the first race and Kentwell was out 
for his first ride on this small track. 
What was not known by the fans was 
that Ivan’s pit crew had made a very 
important gearing change between the 
first series races and this last one.

With Bast going well 
through the pack and riding a fabulous 
race, Barry was still moving up fast. 

As Steve moved into the lead, it was 
the last lap and Briggs was a picture of 
sheer determination as he went into the 
corners harder and harder. In the last 
corner, Barry gave it everything and 
Steve was just as determined. At the line 
Bast had just a little bit more inches 
ahead of Briggs. Following them were 
Greg Haserot, Cody, Roy Williams and 
Mauger. 

This was great racing to finish off the 
Speedway season at Orange County 
Fairgrounds with Southern California 
fans having only one more chance to see 
these riders in action as the last race of 
the season will be this Friday at Ascot 
Park on the half-mile track.

BROADWAY JOE GETS IT ON 


By Ron Schneiders 


С.С. and Company is a fine 
chameleon of a movie. It continuously 
changes tone and texture as you watch 
it. On the surface, it is one of those 
formula cowboy-motorcycle movies for 
the drive-in popcorn set with lots of 
action, fights, sex, and color. It stars Joe 
Namath as an improbable member of a 
motorcycle gang who meets an equally 
improbable Ann-Margret and becomes 
infatuated with her, to the detriment of 
his gang relations. When the gang leader 
becomes sufficiently perturbed, he 
arranges to have Ann-Margret kidnapped 
and threatens her with gang rape unless 
Joe Namath comes up with $1,000. 
Nobody is particularly alarmed by that 
prospect, but the game must be played 
out, so cool Joe Namath proposes a bet 
"double or nothing" that he can beat 
gang leader William Smith in a flat track 
race on choppers. If you don’t know 
who wins, don’t bother to read the rest 
of this review; go see the movie. 

As you watch this movie you become 
aware that some “bits” are a little too 
much, even for this type of movie. The 
hero of these plots is usually a good-guy 
type who somehow becomes involved 
with a gang of thoroughly despicable 
motorcyclists. But Joe Namath is a 
7-foot choir boy with an Iowa corn grin 
that won’t quit. The few bits of deviltry 
that he gets into are more reminiscent 
of Huck Finn than Marlon Brando, For 
a professional football player, Joe 
Namath has a surprising amount of 
acting ability and he does a couple of 
really funny bits. 

The heroine in these epics is usually a 
vacuous, Barbie-doll type who is 
constantly threatened with rape, in 
singles and multiples. Her outstanding 
characteristics are a “perfect” figure, 
and more clothes than brains. She is 
always sparkling clean as opposed to the 
scrubby cycle gang chicks. Ann-Margret 
is absolutely ideal for the role. 
Essentially playing herself, her appalling 
lack of natural talent goes completely 
unnoticed, except іп few- isolated 
instances. (When she is being taunted by 
the female gang members in a thoroughly 
professional way, she finally reaches the 
limit of her tolerance — indicated by a 
shake of the head as though bothered 
by a fly — and she responds *———— 
Off!” Only it sounds like, “Oh 
Phooey”. The fact that the girls are 
seemingly intimidated by this is one of 
the comic highlights of the movie.) 

Violence is one of the necessary 
ingredients of all motorcycle gang 
pictures so there is a collosal fight 
between Joe Namath and the villian 
“Moon” (played by William Smith). 
Since Moon is several inches taller than 
Namath, there is plenty of brawn, and 
hits are signified by a sound simlar to 
that of 2x4 connecting with a side of 
beef. But even after the conclusion 
(brought about by the judicious use of a 
tire chain), no one appears to be 
seriously hurt and there is no blood. 
The violence is almost symbolic. 

There are the obligatory sex scenes 
between Namath and several of the girls,

including the much advertised nude 
scene between Namath and 
Ann-Margret, These are about as erotic 
as a Sumo wrestling match but they fill 
a vital need: they get the film an “X” 
rating which guarantees box office 
success. The impression is skillfully 
created that you have been exposed to a 


lot of sex, but it is treated so 
matter-of-factly that you remain 
unmoved. When Ann-Margret is 


threatened with gang rape, noboby is 
even particularly interested, let alone 
alarmed. Ann-Margret is (in character) 
quite wealthy and could easily write a 
check for ten times the amount that Joe 
Namath is supposed to produce, but she 
doesn’t offer to. You almost expect her 
to say, “Well, if you want to rescue me, 
that’s your hang up, not mine.” 

A considerable portion of the film is 
centered about a specially constructed 
motocross course where the motorcycle 
gang, “the Heads”, meet the straight

society in the persons of the motocross 
racers and fans. After intially making 
fools of themselves by riding the wrong 
way on the motocross course with their 
choppers, the emerging champion of the 
gang, Namath, acquires a proper 
motorcycle and proceeds to win his first 
race. (Considering that John DeSoto 
was one of his opponents, that's no 
small feat!) The cycle gang is obviously 
having a lot of fun, while everyone else 
is obviously very uptight. 

The director keeps playing very 
interesting tricks with your sense of 
right and wrong, propriety апа 
impropriety. For instance, when Joe 
Namath is in the process of breaking 
away from the gang, he wins $600.00 in 
a race. The gang’s rules, which he has 
accepted, are that all money goes into 
the community pot. But Joe holds back 
$100.00. For this he incurs the wrath of 
the gang and the great fight ensues. Joe 
loses, but only because his opponent 


cheated. Want to straighten out the 
morality? It’s an interesting picture. 

For the motorcyclist, there is some 
special interest in the form of many 
types of cycling activity. There’s some 
quite exciting motocross racing scenes, 
some track riding, and some flat-track 
chopper racing. For the most part it’s 
quite realistic, but there are some lapses. 
It seems like the director ordered 
everyone to get crossed-up over every 
jump, so everytime a motorcycle goes 
over a jump, there’s a little wiggle of the 


front wheel. Also, it seems that 
Kawasaki furnished the bikes, so 
naturally Kawasakis win everything. 


You have to stretch your imagination a 
bit to handle a rank beginner on a 
Kawasaki Big Horn winning his first race 
on a tough motocross circuit by lapping 
the entire field except the second place 
man, and beating him by dragging this 
Big Horn across the finish line after its 
front wheel falls off! The distributor, 
naturally, offers him a sponsored ride 
for his second race. Look out Joel 
Robert, here comes Joe Namath on his 
Kawasaki. 

While the performances of the 
principles are not likely to win any 
awards, there are several fine 
performances in the supporting roles. 
The best of these was the performance 
of Teda Bracci who played one of the 
girl gang members named “Pig”. 
Fast-talking, tough, earthy and very 
real, she could easily have stolen the 
show from star Ann-Margret, had her 
role been slightly more extensive. As it 
was her bits were the most memorable 
of the movie. Jennifer Billingley as the 
sexy "Pom Pom", girl friend of "Moon" 
also did a very good job. Ted King, 
playing "Suicide Sam" did some great 
funny-acrobatic numbers, both on bikes 
and off. 

As is apparent, this movie owes 
everything to its direction which is under 
the guiding hand of newcomer Seymour 
Robbie. Robbie has directed such diverse 
tv. shows as "The Man From Uncle" 
and “Omnibus” but this is his first 


movie. Considering his material, it's an 


outstanding success. The movie was 
produced by Rogallen and is being 
distributed by Avco Embassy Pictures. 
Original Screenplay is by Roger Smith. 
The movie is now showing at the Pix 
Theater in Hollywood.

A tall slim young man with long 
straight blond hair broke away from the 
group of men who were discussing last 
minute details.

before. So I said go ahead and my little 
red Nip gained a modicum of immortal- 
ity sitting in the middle of Sunshine 
Drag Strip. 

Bob Gill, from St. Petersburg, 
Florida, looks much younger than his 
25 years. He has been riding since he

was 14, and this year supported himself 
for the first time entirely on his race 
winnings. While touring in the Midwest 
with another pro turned daredevil, Steve 
Mallory, Bob got the inspiration to try 
his skill at jumping for “something to 
do in the Winter," and set about learn- 
ing all he could from Mallory. 

Bob has been appearing at various 
events in the Southeast for about three 
months, and has made 25 jumps with- 
out injury. He gets around $700 for two 
appearances. 

“I suppose I could ask for more,” he 
said, “but Pm not established yet. If 
you ask for too much money, pro- 
moters get uptight if it doesn’t draw a 
big enough crowd. Besides, most pro- 
moters can’t afford too much.” 

The bike used is a stock Bultaco 
Pursang. “It’s got plenty of torque for 
the wheelies, and still has enough steam 
to get up speed for the jump.” The rear 
shocks are set on "hard", 3/8 inch 
spacers and heavyweight oil stiffen the 
front forks, and the footpegs are 1% 
inch steel bar, heliarced to the frame, 
and padded with duct tape. Tire pres- 
sure is decreased considerably for land- 
ing on pavement. “I used to use a 
Kawasaki 360, but after a few jumps we 
found it had stretched three inches.” 
The Bultaco so far has remained the 
same size, although minor damage is a 
common occurence. 

. Bob's wife since June, Emma, 
brought*a fire-extinguisher up and set it 
along the guardrail near where Bob 
would land. She is a short, pretty, dark 
haired girl of 17 who acts as if she did 
this every day. Daring exploits run in 
her family: Her father~ races snow- 
mobiles in New York State. 

Emma really does. this every day, 
helping Bob practice. “We set the ramp 
up, and put markers in the ground,” he 
explained. “Then she watches me from 
the side and tells me if Pm doing 
anything wrong, like nosing down or 
having the front wheel too high.” 

The bike’s attitude is determined by 
where Bob cuts it off: “We’ve found 
that if I cut off too soon, like at the 
foot of the ramp, the nose goes down 
and I land on about the fourth car.” My 
car was the fourth one. “If I cut off too 
far up the ramp the bike comes down 
on the rear wheel.” Landing on pave- 
ment rear wheel first is not recommend- 
ed: “You can mess your back up.” 

The announcer called for a break in 
the drag races, and Bob and his helpers 
lifted the sections of the ramp over the 
guard rail and began bolting it together. 
Three tubing braces, shaped like saw- 
horses, support the plywood covered 
2X4 ramp surface. The sections are 
bolted securely to the braces, an opera- 
tion which Bob oversees with justifiable 
care. The ramp is light, designed to be 
carried in the panel truck, and can be 
set up and torn down in just a few 
minutes. 

The crowd at Sunshine was their 
usual ho-hum selves. These people have 
seen all kinds of acts, and they act 
suitably unimpressed at the preparations 
taking place in front of them. 

Bob helped one crew member with a 
troublesome bolt, and took a walk up 
the ramp and bounced on it, while 
others began lining the five cars up at 
the end. 

The announcer explained to the 
crowd all the different ways Bob could 
get killed if he miscalculated, “—and if 
he shuts it off too soon he will land on 
top of one of those five cars you see 
being parked out there right now.” 
Yeah, my car. 








The photographer from the news- 
paper wanted to know about where Bob 
would land, “in case he does get messed 
up; maybe I'll be able to catch him.” A 
crew member asked him to hold the 
tape on the fifth car. “Lessee, now, five 
cars is thirty-five feet, so he'll need 
about, hmm, fifteen. He’ll land ’er right 
about here.” He indicated a spot 60 feet 
from the end of the ramp. 

Bob was almost ready. “Where’s by 
kidney belt? Got to have that.” He 
found it and cinched it on, “Keeps my 
guts in place if something goes wrong," 
and he grinned. 

Somebody hollered, “Hey, where’s 
the fire extinguisher?", and there was.a 
flurry of activity to locate it, sitting by 
the guard rail. “Stand a little bit past 
where he’s going to land,” one of the 
helpers said. “That’s in case he starts 
bouncing when he comes down.” 

Bob, leathered and helmeted, started 
the Bul, which looked awfully spindly 
now, and goosed it to clear its throat. 
“There he goes,” called the loudspeaker, 
“he’s going to go down to the end of 
the strip and come back wheelstand- 
ing.” Bob wheelied back and held up his 
hand to indicate one more pass, the 
engine wasn’t quite warm yet. 

Then Bob rode to the starting line, 
the Bul in full song now, turned around 
and blasted toward the ramp. “There he 
goes, ladies and gentlemen, jumping 
over five cars on a motorcycle,” but he 
shied away at the last instant; the first 
one is always a fake pass. The second 
approach was a little faster and sud- 
denly the Bul was on the ramp, almost a 
blur, Bob cut off, and the bike sailed 
silently over our heads and landed about 
20 feet past where he was expected to. 
The bike landed flat, like a cat; it even 
squatted on both tires. Then Bob cut it 
on and began wheelying back to the 
ramp — this time out of sheer exhuber- 
ance at having done a number on Death 
once more. 

For the first time in the history of 
Sunshine Dragstrip the crowd gave a 
standing ovation. Bob had jumped 80 
feet after leaving the ramp, and had 
landed perfectly. If he did it once more 
tomorrow he would collect $700. 

A later check of the bike revealed 
that the front brake hub was cracked. 
“When I was wheelying back it felt kind 
‘of loose, but I figured it was a wheel 
bearing. They break all the time.” The 
rear tire was also flat. “The spokes had 
come loose and pushed through the rim | 
in about ten places. That’s pretty com- 
mon. I'll fix it in the morning.” 

I asked Bob if it bothered him that a 
large number of the people who came 
were there to see him get hurt. “No, not 
really. At any event there’s going to be a 
certain number of people who came to 
see blood; even the drag races.” He 
thought a moment. “And in my case, 
that’s why they’re paying me.” 

Does he have any plans to become | 
another Evel Knievel? “I don’t know. 
Гуе thought about it, but I'm not sure." 

By now a large crowd of fans was 
gathered to congratulate him, and ask a 
barrage of questions. One of them, 
promoter Al Lamphire, walked up and 
shook his hand. “You know, you had 
enough room to get three more cars 
under there.” 

Bob's eyebrows raised. “Eight cars? 
Really?” He looked at the ramp which 
had been lifted back over the guard rail. 
“Eight cars... that'll be about fifty-six 
feet... right about here. Hmmm...” 

Emma Gill drew a deep breath and 
sighed; she’s been through this before. 
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Europe's top world champions competing against America's top motocross racers.

HOPETOWN, CALIF., Nov. 7-8, 1970 
— The 12th Annual Dirt Diggers Grand 
Prix and International Motocross lived 
up to its reputation. A thousand riders 
and nearly 20,000 spectators took part 
in the classic event known as Hopetown. 
The event took two days — the 
lightweights on Saturday, heavies and 
sidehacks on Sunday. Everýthing was 
filled — the pits, the waterhole, the 
concessions, the roster, etc. — but good 
spirits prevailed during the long 
weekend and the throngs flourished. 
The Diggers had a couple of 
problems, though. The insurance people 
decided at the last minute that the bikes 
couldn’t navigate the “Old Town", so 
lots of chain-link fencing had to be 
re-routed. Sunday, the dust was nasty as 
could be in some spots. And, of course, 
a handful of those ubiquitous “bad 
apples” proceeded to give the whole 
Dirt Digger M.C. a bad name as they 
became obsessed with power and 
behaved in rather irrational fashion. 
Still, the track and skies were in 
superb condition Saturday, thanks to 
the previous night’s rain, so let’s see 
what happened:

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PATRICK, BOWERS TOP

BAJA PENINSULA, MEX., Nov. 3-6, 
1970 — The Yamaha team of Mike 
Patrick and Whatshisname, ended up 
atop the Big Bike class during this year’s 
Mexican 1000, but their victory was 
almost totally overshadowed by the 
incredible record breaking efforts of Vic 
Wilson and Drino Miller in a V.W. 
buggy. 

Wilson and Miller pushed their Class 
4 vehicle down the rugged 832 mile 
course in 16 hours 7 minutes, cutting 
four hours off the old record established 
by Larry Bergquist and Gary Preston on 
a Honda in 1968. 

As each year brings more paved 
highways, more experienced drivers and 
better four-wheeled equipment, it 
becomes increasingly more difficult for 
bikes to compete with cars. This year, 
for instance, seven cars beat Patrick and 
Whatshisname (actually, there are at least 
four people who know that 
Whatshisname is a mild mannered 
school teacher, named Phil Bowers). 

The eventual second place Husqvarna 
of Malcolm Smith and Whitey Martino 
took an early lead in the race, and by 
the third check in Santa Ynez, Smith 
had built up a 10 minute lead over 
another Husky, piloted by J.N. Roberts. 
The super hot Bronco of Parnelli Jones, 
though, was fast making up the one 
hour start differential between bikes 
and cars, and at this check was actually 
first overall on the basis of elapsed time. 
Phil Bowers was the third machine to 
the check, just a few minutes behind 
Roberts. 

However, the worst of Baja was yet 
to come. For nearly 400 miles, there is 
nothing but a rough, rocky road, made 
out of necessity by farmers, fishermen 
and merchants and best suited for mules 
and wagons. 

At the mid-point in El Arco, where 
the riders changed, the sun was about to 
set as the first bike arrived. Martino 
took over from Smith, still in the lead, 
but a high speed fall, shortly after 
getting aboard,lost some previous time 
made in beating the old record to El 
Arco by one hour, six minutes. 

Then he was off again, the exotic 
array of lights trying to pick out rocks, 
cactus, hidden curves and even an 
occasional cow. Everything went 
smoothly until Martino’s chain broke, 
and Patrick got by. It looked like a sure 
victory for Patrick and Bowers. But 
then, within sight of the lights of La Paz 
and just a few minutes from the finish 
line, the Yamaha ran out of gas. 

Patrick later said he was sure it was

all over, until he looked up on the hill 
and saw a group of Mexican spectators. 
He ran up, somehow made his plight 
known and was able to convince them 
to sell him some gas. However, in 
paying, he reached in the wrong pocket 
and mistakenly gave them a $10 bill for 
the one gallon of gas. 

Patrick then scooted on to take the 
checkered flag in 18 hours 31 minutes. 
Martino followed about eight minutes 
later, with Roberts’ partner, Gunnar 
Nielson coming in with an elapsed time 
of 19 hours 34 minutes.

For the first time ever, a sidehack 
was entered in the race, and believe it or 
not, the Triumph powered machine 
finished. The  peristent and super 
durable team of Danielsen and Franco 
made it down the coast in slightly more 
than 36 hours, which included a brief 
nap break and over 100 miles of riding 
on a flat tire. 

АП told, 18 of the original 35 
motorcycle entries finished the race. 

As I write this report our single

5000 feet above the middle of Baja. 
Below there is nothing but barren rocky 
mountains, occasionally traversed by a 
dry creek bed. But directly beneath is a 
very long dust-brown ribbon, winding 
its way toward the horizons. From here 


it looks smooth, almost pleasant. But 


three days ago, nearly 300 vehicles were 
bouncing over that same ribbon, trying 
to conquer it, trying to be first to La 
Paz. But now, for another year, things 
are serene. The land goes back to the 
farmers and cattle. The invaders leave. 

Suddenly, we are over Santa Ynez 
and I get the feeling of a war 
correspondent, just returning from the 
front lines.

For me, as well as for a number of 
other people, this annual Norra 
functions was a five day bummer, 
occasionally sprinkled with something 
worthwhile. Oh, there was a great deal 
of pre and post race excitement, all 
right, but the number and degree of 
idiocies, both intentional and otherwise, 
prevented any good feelings I might 
have about the race. 

For starters, there was absolutely no 
radio communication between check 
points. Breakdowns? Miscalculations? 
Oh, you'll learn about it in a few days. 
Norra claimed that they couldn't get the 
necessary permission from the Mexican 
government, which very well could be 
true. But even assuming it is, does it 
justify the unbelievably dangerous 
conditions created for the sake of the 
almighty dollar? 

I suppose that what it boils down to 
is a matter of philosphical opinion. 
There are those that believe that Norra's 
responsibility simply entrails collecting 
entry fees, starting the race, ending it, 
and then distributing the prize money. 
They seem to be saying that this is the 
ultimate mechanical challenge; a race 
with nature, where your life is in your 
own hands. 

In a way, I agree with that. But I also 
think that Norra has a moral 
responsibility to provide minimal safety 
precautions. 

For instance, a Pacific Coast Honda 
support vehicle, with two teenagers, got 
lost and stuck in the sand some 240 
miles north of La Paz. They were off 
the beaten track, but, it was learned 
four days later, a support plane for the 
Saab team spotted them, noted their 
desperate situation and reported it to 
two different Norra officials in La 
Purisima. As near as can be determined, 
it was never reported in La Paz. 
Furthermore, Norra President, Ed 
Pearlman, refused to make the P.A. 
system at the official banquet available 
for inquiry about the two. Fortunately, 
the pair was found safe and happy four 
days after they disappeared. But no 
thanks to race officials. 

And there were other incidents: 
Abandoned check points before the end 
of the race; Norra officials exiting La

Accidents Hinder 
Springer Benefit

VALLEJO, CALIF., Oct. 25, 1970 — 
The sportsman TT scrambles, sponsored 
by the Hi-Hats Motorcycle Club and 
backed by many local motorcycle 
dealers who contributed more than 
$650 for trophies and then merchandise 
awards, was a benefit race with proceeds 
to help with the medical expenses for 
Ben Springer. Springer, in attendance 
but restricted to a wheel chair, suffered 
a broken neck on the starting line in an 
accident Aug. 9. 

The program ran into the night with 
the final event, an Australian pursuit 
race, being cancelled by an accident that 
left rider Toby Taldot from Richmond 
with a possible broken arm, another 
youth was taken to a hospital under 
shock. The youth who had been helping 
the Hi-Hats on the infield attempted to 
cross the track right after the final race 
had started. Coming out of the north 
turn Taldot ran into the youth at high 
speed, Taldot walked from the track 
after a temporary splint had been placed 
on his arm. 

Harry Dring and John Gennai 
provided the excitement in the 250cc 
Expert class with Gennai unable to pass 
winner Dring although he attempted 
throughout the final three laps. 

Keith Van Delinder took the 500cc 
final from Gary Estes on the finish line 
with Estes sliding off the groove after 
the line, taking a long, sliding fall that 
ended against the wall in the south 
corner. 

Two 350cc Harley-Davidson riders 
switched back and forth during the 
360cc Amateur final with Max Hall 
winning over Eric Bengtsson.

Brokaw Tops Tough 
Rocky Mount Trials -

DENVER, COLO., Oct. 28, 1970 — The 
Rocky Mountain Trials Assn. (RMTA) 
combined the necessary ingredients for 
perfect trials competition at their 
monthly event held near 
Springs last Sunday. 

Included in their formulae was cool 
weather, a mountain setting, a small 
stream, natural sections, trialers and 
spectators, in the exact proportions. 

Taking home the cake was Bill 
Brokaw (Mon) of Colorado Springs. 
Jerry Boggs (Mon) got the semi-expert 
icing and Don Stauffer (Mon) received 
the novice crumbs. 

The trials area was actually six miles 
southwest of the Springs in the foothills 
of the Rockies. 

Looking up the towering 200 foot 
cliffs of the canyon in which the event 
was situated, riders and spectators ooed 
and awed at the impossible “Trap of the 
Future.” Placed on the rock walls by an 
experienced climber, the end gate of the 
trap was half way up the cliffs, leaving 
the future “super-rider” his choice of an 
exit to the right, left, or continuing on 
up. 

The morning novice event was held 
separately from the combined expert 
and semi-expert event in the afternoon. 
The RMTA, schedules events like this so 
the experts and novices can watch one 
another, giving the novices the chance 
for advice while they are riding and 
later, an opportunity to watch the 
experts. 

Only one rider failed to finish the six 
novice traps and that was due to a 
broken throttle cable. All the novice 
traps were hard so as to encourage the 
riders to have decent bikes and to 
prepare themselves for semi-expert 
competition. 

Slippery rocks under water, sharp 
turns, jumping logs, and an uphill mud 
bog dominated the novice obstacles. 
The one woman entrant almost beat her

husband as she proved that trailing can 
be done by the “weaker” sex. 

The expert traps were laid out on the 
creek which had holes 18 inches deep 
and boulders four feet high. Sand, 
ledges, and logs over three feet in 
diameter complicated the sections. 

The most notable of the expert traps 
was “You'll Get A Bang Out Of This.” 
The rider stopped in the trap with his 
motor running and shot for his score 
with a .22 pistol at a target 30 feet 
away. 

Trialsmasters Eliot Schultz and Ed 
Roderick laid out the traps and 
supervised the clean-up. The trials area 
was private property. (Thank you Mr. 
Landowner.) With the usual special 
clean-up the area was cleaner than 
before the trials. 

The next RMTA event will be held 
the third Sunday in November near 
Denver. 

The chairman of the RMTA steering 
committee expressed hope that one day 
invitations could be extended to some 
other trials organizations for a 
quasi-national event.

Well, as you know, we are well into 
the midst of the Inter-Ams and the 
Trans-AMA events and, now that they 
are being run out here in the West, if 
you're reading the results or have been 
watching the events, you know what is 
happening. We're being donc-in again. 

Never being one to duck an issue 
even if it does make me unpopular once 
in a while, these are my personal 
opinions (also checked out with other 
knowledgeable folks in the sport). One, 
the Europeans are just better riders 
because of the diversified terrain they 
ride on constantly. A lot of people just 
KNEW they were going to go down the 
drain at Ascot because of the tacky 
surface that is unique there plus the 
high speed sections. What heppaned? 
Well, if you were there you know and if 
you weren't, look at the results. 

Second, or maybe it still should be 
part of the above paragraph. They can 
handle their machines better. On the 
apex of the turns they were using their 
body weight to much more advantage 
than our riders to keep the bike more 
upright. With your bike more upright 
there is more tire surface on the ground, 
therefore more power going for you at 
that given moment. Is this just a 
European secret? No. Many of our top 
TT riders know this and one of the 
greatest of them all, Dick Dorrestyn did 
it best when he was riding. Traction 
comes from having that tire flat on the 
ground, not on its side, sliding. 

At Ascot, though, one of our biggest 
tips of the helmet in a long while goes 
to Jim West on the AJS. In the third 
moto this young man was just 
super-great! He didn't get shook and 
start making mistakes and it took 
Germany's Willie Bauer on a Maico 
quite a while to figure out where he was 
going to pass him, if he could. I'm sure 
by now Jim must have heard from lots 
of people where that turn was and what 
he was doing wrong so we won't go into 


that again but Herr Bauer had to work 
for it. 
Another 
motocross in this country is that 
although our riders take it all very 
seriously, there have been so many 
goofs since the overseas invasions began 


problem constant in 


that the Europeans don't take us 
seriously, and they sure have a good 
point. 

Much of the time when visiting in 
this country they are not riding full out. 
It is the end of their season, they are on 
vacation and they only ride as hard as 
they feel they have to to beat our guys 
and avoid being hurt if they can. They 
don't ride with the ferociousness they 
display in Europe when riding for the 
World Championship. Our men have 
improved and are still improving but 
still not fast enough. We'll repeat what 
we put in a previous column on this, 
that the first time we really make a big 
mark up against the Europeans, the 
rider will be from the North-west or the 
East Coast, and a new observation is 
that we stil won't develop a rider 
comparable to their even 
"second-stringers" for another three 
years unless we get down to some 
serious business with motocross. 

Even at Ascot, the business wasn't 
serious. Not to them, anyway. Various 
tales have been told as to why all of a 
sudden the International class moved 
out onto the track to line up when the 
Juniors were running and if the two 
leading Juniors ever had.a good right to 
bitch, that was it..but what do you 
think the Europeans thought about it 
all? Here sit World and National 
champions on the line and whoops, here 
comes the first Juniors around the bend 
and boring right down on them. Me, I 
have quite a bit of national pride and I 
hate to see things like this happen, and 
continue to happen. The rest of the 
world is laughing fellas, and it ain't 
funny!

SEFTON, AUSTRALIA, Nov. 6, 1970 — Proposed tour of Australia by a Polish 
speedway test team has been cancelled. 

It had been hoped that the Iron Curtain dirt track boys would be lured Down 
Under for the very first time this summer season but the negotiations were fraught 
with so many difficulties that the whole scheme crumbled to nothing at the last 
moment. 

Empire Speedways Pty. Ltd., the major promotional body in Australia and 
controller of racing at the Sydney Showground and Brisbane Exhibition Ground, 
attempted to contract the Poles to a seven match Test series covering all Australian 
tracks. They offered, as an additional attraction, a tour of New Zealand to follow. 
Initially the Poles were keen and negotiations opened on an optimistic note. 

Gradually the Warsaw authorities increased their demands. In addition to seven 
riding members of the team, the Poles wanted to send FIVE officials-cum-guards! 
Then they wanted the Aussie promoters to supply all the bikes wherever they rode 
and finally, the straw that broke the camel’s back so to speak, they insisted the 
whole tour had to be over within a month. 

The last stipulation brought negotiations to a stalemate. In a country the size of 
Australia it is impossible to cover all the major tracks for a full series of Tests in such 
a short time. The whole thing was just not financially feasible. So the Poles were 
told: “No deal”. Which was a great shame for there is no doubt they are big box 
office in the speedway world. 

But while the Poles remain at home the British are preparing for their annual jaunt 
and are scheduled to arrive in Perth early thismonth. They will then travel 
Australia competing in a seven meeting Test series against the Kangaroos. 

Their team, the British Lions, will consist of: Nigel Boocock (Captain/manager), 
Arnold Haley, Ken McKinlay, Roy Trigg, Bob Kilby, Chris Pusey and Tony Clarke. 

A lot depends, however, on whether current Aussie Champion Jim Airey rides for 
his country. Airey is currently in California riding in the Anglo-American Gold Cup 
series at Costa Mesa. He intends to come home for Christmas but is undecided if he 
will race here this term. 

Aussie promoters would not agree to pay his fare back from England this season 
and Airey has had to go it alone. 

Britain also has an ace up her sleeve in the form of popular Scot Bert Harkins who 
will be based at Liverpool, near Sydney, for the season. Should injuries strike, 
Bertola will be a capable replacement. He, too, is riding at Costa Mesa at present and 
wowing the fans in a big way. 

British team is rather makeshift for all sorts of problems stuck the Chooms 
towards the end of their season. Top dog Nigel Boocock, captain of England and a 
former World Finalist, crashed in the prestige Brandanapolis meeting at Coventry and 
sustained another fractured skull — he copped the same injury, only more severe, at 
the same time last year — which it was feared would keep him out of the party. He 
recovered quickly however, and willnowlead the Lions in their quest for the Ashes in 
Aussie. 

When their hot-shot heat leader, Scottish flyer Jim McMillan, broke a leg in 
Sweden and was forced out, he was replaced by Clarke, the West Ham (London) 
teamster. 

Finally, Eric Boocock, younger brother of Nigel and himself an England 
international, decided to give the trip a miss and spend the winter at home. Eric was 
an integral part of the side, being the Lions’ top point scorer on his last three tours of 
Kangarooland. 

He was replaced by Chris Pusey, a sensational young charger from the League 
championship winning side Belle Vue. Pusey is just beginning to make his presence 
felt in speedway circles and is an accomplished all round motorcyclist. He is the 
current British 350cc and 500cc grass track champion and by all accounts right at the 
peak of his form at present. He should go a bomb on the spacious Aussie tracks. 

In addition to the British Test team, many other international speedway riders 
will be spending the season in the warmth of the sun Down Under. 

All are British League performers who have been contracted to appear weekly at 
the Liverpool circuit. They are Ole Olsen (Denmark), Sandor Levai (Hungary), 
Howard Cole (England), Harkins (Scotland) and Gordon Guasco, a local favorite who 
is returning after a two year stint in the Old Dart. 

Olsen rode in this year’s World Final and is tipped by many as the man most likely 
to dethrone Mauger in the next few years. He’s definitely a star of world calibre. 

So the stage is set for a razzle-dazzle, booming 1970-71 speedway season in 
Australia.

‘Nordstrom had 
held the lead into the second lap but 
Horton caught and passed.

The pair battled it out but Mudd 
finally had to hang on for second. 

The same was true in the 250 Flat 
Track Main in which Smith again took 
the lead at the start and was never 
headed.

One day in early June this past 
summer a member of Sunset’s staff was 
hiking with his family on a national 
forest trail a few miles north of 
California’s Sonora Pass. It led away 
from civilization into wilderness, away 
from noise, exhausts, pavements, into 
nature’s world, its quiet pace, and its 
silence. 





operators to conduct tours by 
four-wheel-drive vehicle into the 
wilderness areas of such parks as 
Canyonlands. 


Unfortunately, the mobile little trail 
bike, subject to the same regulations as 
four-wheel vehicles in most 
jurisdictions, is not subject to the same 
physical limitations. It can go almost 
anywhere a horse or a man can go. One 
realistic approach being tried out by the 
Bureau of Land Management and other 
jurisdictions is to set up trails or courses 
exclusively for trail bikes where they 
_won’t disturb wilderness walkers. 





cars on streets — nor do I like spooking 
a horse or startling hikers, yet since 
bikes seem to be unwelcome anywhere; 
I go where I can. 

I believe that hikers should have the 
right to enjoy the rewards of a 
wilderness hike without trail bike 
intrusions, but what about the rights of 
the trail bike riders? You ask for 


“ensurance” of your rights. Shall we 
also have laws saying “Hikers 
Keep-out?” 


Incidentally, trail bikes really have a 
lot going for them.

of an appeal by William and Victoria 
Hoover, Danville residents who plan to 
build a home about one-fourth of a mile 
from the park area along Tesla Road. 

The Hoover’s said their objections 
were based on the noise that would be 
generated by motorcycles using the 
park. 

Park operator John H. Brillisour told 
the board his firm, Carnegie Cycle Park 
Inc., has over 1,200 acres in adjacent 
San Joaquin County where cyclists can 
ride their bikes. Yesterday’s board 
action will permit expansion of riding 
activities into Alameda County, onto 
over 300 acres owned by the firm. 





All this was interrupted suddenly and 
noisily by a motor bike parade coming 
up the trail, exhausts popping. It was 
just one family, husband, wife, and 
children, on no less than five trail bikes. 
An hour later the interruption was 
repeated as the trail bike procession 
returned, 

The trail was muddy that day. The 
damage done by the five skidding bikes 
was extensive. And such damage always 
makes the typical soft trail surface more 
vulnerable to erosion in the next rainy 
season, 

The trail incident recounted here is 
repeated countless times, in countless 
places in the West every week, often 
innocently. 

Last March the Bureau of Land 
Management completed a study of how 
off-road vehicles (including trail bikes) 
use its land, but the BLM has not yet set 
up any special program of control. 

The U.S. Forest Service has closed all 
wilderness areas to off-road vehicles and 
has restricted their use in other areas. 

The National Park Service and many 
state park departments flatly restrict 
vehicular travel to park roads except in 
specially designated areas. Off-road 
vehicles can be useful, as even the 
National Park Service recognizes, to the 
extent of permitting certain licensed 


We believe that the encroachment of 
trail bikes into natural areas should be 
strongly discouraged. In furtherance of 
this belief, since December of last year 
Sunset has accepted no advertising for 
trail bikes. Furthermore, we recommend 
that all federal, state, and local agencies 
administering public lands reexamine 
their policies concerning trail bikes. 

It is time to enact and enforce 
regulations ensuring a family’s right to 
enjoy the rewards of a wilderness hike 
without trail bike intrusions.

Timing The Honda1iít6O 


If you have ever had occasion to set 
the ignition timing on a 160 Honda 
using a timing light, you have found 
that it can get pretty messy. Due to the 
design of the engine, if the alternator 
cover is removed while the engine is 
running, a shower of oil is given to 
everything in the near vicinity. 

Since a timing check should always 
be done with a timing light trained on 
the marks stamped on the rotor, this 
makes it a little rough.

counter for about $2.00, a simple tool 
can be made up which eliminates the oil 
bath but allows the timing and advance 
to be checked. 

Simply drill a large hole in the cover 
directly over the stationary timing 
pointer, remove the stock cover and 
secure this one with the bottom screw 
and it is ready to go. If you want to be 
super-neat, you can glue a piece of 
plexi-glass over the inside and have a 
window to time the engine through.

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BOOK REVIEW 


“Learn to Wheelie” by Jack B. Watson. 
Published by Barnard Publications, 
Saugus, California, 1970. 


Before launching into comments and 
evaluation of this book, one thing should be 
made clear: neither the book nor these words 
about the book will “tell” you how to 
wheelie. It takes a lot of practice; what the 
book reveals is some very crafty ways to 
practice so that with some dedication on your 
part you can become, as advertised, a 
“wheelie whiz.” 

First, let’s define (as Watson does) the true 
wheelie: “ ,..1 mean the front wheel goes up 
and stays up. When you are ready to bring it 
down the wheelie is over, and not before.” If 
you've been making it to scrambles and 
half-mile events, and it doesn't bother you 
too much to see those boys slide through the 
turns so nicely but it really makes you turn a 
bright shade of envy green when the winner 


rides his rear wheel the length of the 
straightaway . . .the end to your discomfort is 
in sight. 


“The average rider,” says Watson, “can 
learn to wheelie in five weeks or less with 30 
minutes of practice a day.” (It would be a 
good idea to repeat that sentence a few times 
aloud.) “If you thought there was a quick and 
easy gimmick that would allow you to 
become a wheelie whiz on a few weekends of 
practice, you’re sadly mistaken. Learning to 
wheelie is difficult. I would even say very 
difficult. ..however there is really only one 
price to pay for success. . .just plain ordinary 
effort and one hell of a lot of it.” By now the 
basic premise of the book should be perfectly 
clear. 

Cycle News feels that a complete 
paraphrasing of Mr. Watson’s methods of 
learning how to wheelie would be unfair to 
his business interests (particularly in light of 
the fact that he was kind enough to send usa 
copy) so if you really want to get started it 
would be best to get your checkbook and 
look at the end of this review for the mailing 
address. 

Mr. Watson’s book has six photographs and 
several diagrams among its 38 pages, The 
five-week training program is divided into five 
phases, from five to ten days each in length. 
You are to practice every day—this means 35 
consecutive days. 

Obviously, a helmet is required for 
practicing. Also recommended, in order of 
importance, are gloves, boots, knee pads, and 
elbow pads. As the man says, “You might as 
well face it now—before this is over there will 
be some damage to the bike and there may be 
some minor injuries to the rider.” 

As far as your bike goes, little modification 
is required, A 20% lower gearing for street 
machines and a 10% lower gearing for trail

machines is suggested. In addition it is wise to 
"remove all protruding hardware attached to 
the rear fender." As regards engine power and 
displacement you'll probably be surprised. 
The rider in the book's photographs makes it 
look easy on a Hodaka 90. Above-average 
power is desirable but not necessary. 

(We spoke with Mr. Watson on the phone 
recently. He informs us that he's doing a third 
printing. Also, in response to lots of calls he's 
received about "that little Hodaka" in the 
first editions, the newer one will show him on 
alarger machine.) 

Corisidering the amount of control a rider 
can exert on a machine by shifting his body 
weight, the weight of the machine itself is a 
major factor; the closer the weights of bike 
and rider, the greater the control the rider can 
achieve with his own mass. Watson suggests a 
machine limit of 300 Ibs. And, as he says on 
page one, if you own a Harley 74, “you’re 
finished before you start." Along with these 
two important factors of machine power and 
machine weight, a third one is wheelbase. The 
shorter the wheelbase, the larger percentage 
of the rider's weight is over the rear wheel and

thus the easier it will be to lift the front one. 
Likewise, the longer the wheelbase, the better 
the handling in such instances as motocross 
and high-speed dirt racing. You must select 
your tools for job you have in mind. 

OK, this is about all we have to say. The 
actual method and a few key secrets lie 
between the covers of."Learn to Wheelie,” 
which can be yours for $2.98 sent to Barnard 
Publications, Dept. M22, Box 158, Saugus, 
California 91350.

ORANGE COUNTY INT'L. RACEWAY, Nov. 2, 1970 — BSA racing head, Pete 
Coleman, today unfurled his challenge to the two stroke domination of the previous 
California International Grand Prix. For his challenge he has entered the two fastest 
qualifiers at this years race at Daytona Beach. They are a Triumph Trident, and a 
BSA Rocket 3, both 750cc machines. 

For riders, he has chosen two of the best, Gene Romero, and John McGillivray. 
Romero, next year’s AMA No. 1 will be riding the Triumph, and McGillivray, this 
year’s AFM Open Class points leader, will be riding the BSA. 

Today was Romero's first exposure to the track, and the Team Mexican star spent 
many laps getting set on the bike, and getting used to the tricky and very fast back 
section of the Orange County track. By the end of the practice, though, Romero was 
going very fast. 

It was impossible to get any:times on the bikes to compare with race times since 
not all of the track was opened up for the practice. Even so, McGillivray felt that the 
BSA was faster and better handling than his points leading Norton. 

If this is true then the factory Suzukis of Art Baumann and Jody Nicholas, and 
Kawasakis of Jim Deehan and Hurley Wilvert are going to be in for some very close 
racing from both Romero and McGillivray since their bikes are nearly identical 

In a special 10 lap practice race, McGillivray beat next year's number one plater to 
the checkers by about 3 or 4 seconds.
